Fire Below heviedide’ Viaduct Gives 
Firemen a Hard Job. 


A fire began about 9 o’clock last night 
just 
below the Riverside Drive Viaduct north 
of Grant's Tomb, The heat of tha 
flames caused ammonia pipes to ex- 
plode in the refrigerating rooms of Con- 
ron Brothers, butter and egg dealers;

‘The ammonia fumes hindered the 
firemen, who had to work in relays, and 
Deputy Chief King sent in a second 
alarm.

8, 1896, Calvin E. Pratt, a Justice of 
the Supreme Court, died. At the gen- 
eral election for Mayor, which was 
hela on Nov. 8, William W. Goodrich 
was elected as his successor.

Constitutionality of the Proposed 
Referendum Beyond Question. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Notwithstanding the great courtesy 
of Mr. Marshall's reply, I must adhere 
to my original view as to the validity 
of any Constitution adopted by the 
people upon the recommendation of a 
Constitutional Convention chosen in pur- 
suance of a referendum authorized by 
the act of December, 1918. 

Watever the value of my own opinion 
upon this subject, no one can question 
the weight of the opinion of Charles 
O’Conor, to which I referred in my 
former letter and have since found 
upon the third page of The Tribune of 
Dec. 22, 1874. That opinion, which will 


| repay careful consideration, is too long 


for present citation, and is too power- 
ful for refutation even by counsel a® 
astute as Mr. Marshall. However, a 
brief extract may be taken from the 


approving editorial in that issue of The 
Tribune, as follows: 


A new fundamental law, or an amend- 
ment of that in existence, will be estab- 
lished whenever on a fair and orderly 
submission to the people by the Legislature 
a majority shall approve it, and this 
result may be reached without the ob- 
servation of any other form or ceremony 
whatever. A written Constitution cannot 
effectually forbid the subversion of Its pro- 
Visions or im any way deprive the people 
of power to modify their Constitution in @ 
peaceable and legal way. * * ¢ 

It follows that the constitutional pro- 
visions of 1846 on this subject and the 
legislative action of 1873 may be entirely 
disregarded, the amendments being per- 
fectly regular without them. The act for 
submission passed in 1874, together with 
the subsequent popular approvel, suffices 
to establish the amendments. 

I shall be satisfied to rest my judg- 
ment upon the opinion of this great} 
lawyer, sound Democrat, lover of liber- 
ty, and strict constructionist, as to the} 
plenary power of the people to amend 
their organic law: despite omission or 
opposition from technical obstruction. 

As an arboriculturist I should be very 
loath “to lay the axe at the very roots 
of a tree,” least of all the tree of liberty, 
as suggested by Mr. Marshall, employ- | 
ing a simile that has become png tom 
familiar.

An arrangement made by taw for en- | 
abling the citizens to vote should not be | 
invalidated by the courts unless the argu- | 
ments against it were so clear and con- 
clusive as to be unanswerable. Every 
presumption is in favor of the validity of | 
such law, and it is only when the courts 
are compelled by force of reason and argu- 
ment that they would declare such a law | 
invalid. j 

In this present case the arguments | 
against validity not only are not 
clear and conclusive as to be unanswer- 
able, but the argument in favor of the 
validity of such a provision has been 
finally established by the court of this 
State in the case of People ex rel. Hart 
v. Goodrich, in which the Court of Ap- 
peals (180 N. Y. 522; 181 N. Y. 504) af- 
firmed and !ater declined reargument 
upon the question of affirming, the 
e-ninion of the Appellate Divis'on ren- 
dered by Mr. Justice O'Brien, 92 A. D.

| reau the sworn statement of the Rev. 
;}Dr. Charles Lewis Slattery, rector of 
|Grace Church, that on Noy. 22 last he 
married Julict Breitung, 19 years old, 
daughter of Edward and Charlotte 
Kaufman Breitung, living at the St. 
Regis, to Max Kleist, 23 years old, of 
626 Lexington Avenue, The bridegroom's 
pedigree, written by him in a rough 
hand, says that he had no occupation, 
but above that, written in shadow let- 
ters apparently by the license clerk 
after further questioning him, is written 
** machinist.” 

In the same rough hand the maiden 
name of the bridegroom’s mother is 
given as ‘“‘ Willamina Knuth ’'’—or, 
cording to the marriage certificate 
filled out by a clerk, Wilhelmina Knuth 
—a woman of German birth, and her 
home is given as Manistique, Mich., 
where her son was born. His father is 
recorded as William Kleist, a native of 
America.

GBreitung of social prominence Was en- 
countered at the rectory of Grace 
Church, where the marriage had been 
performed by Dr, Slattery and wit- 
nessed by Miss Bertha Garvin, his sec- 
retary, and Mason H. Partridge, the 
Sexton. Dr. Slattery and Miss Garvin 
could not be seen by reporters, nor could 
the marriage record. Mr. Partridge, 
upon looking at the picture of Miss 
Breitung, said:

EXPRESS STOP FOR 
COLUMBUS CIRCLE 


McCall Announces at Hearing 
That He Favors Putting New 
Subway Station There. 


COST NOT ABOVE $400,000 


No Difficult Engineering Problems, 
Says Ernest Abs-Hagen—Plans to 
Look to Future Development. 


As the result of a campaign carried on 
Dy the Broadway ASssociation it is prob- 
able that before long a new express 
station will be established on the pres- 
ent Interborough Subway at Columbus 
Cirele, and that in maKing plans for 
the change from a local stop. the 
engifieers of the Public Service Com- 
mission will take into account the prob- 
able development, at some time in the 
future, 6f an important traffic centre 
at this place. The commission has as 
yet taken no definite steps in the matter, 
but Chairman McCall expressed himself 
yesterday at the end of a hearing as 
entirely in favor of a new express stop 

The speakers were introduced by 
David Robinson, Secretary of the 
Broadway Association, the first of them 
being Clarence J. Shearn. He appeared 
as attorney for Wihillam Randolph 
Hearst, who, he stated, owns more than 
$4,000,000 worth of real estate in the 
neighborhood and pays $50,000 a year in 
taxes. He pledged the willingness of 
Mr. Hearst to contribute to the cost of 
the change, in case the city should not 
be able to find the money, and argued 
that the alteration would be a benefit 
to the city at large as well 
immediate neighborhood, 

Taking up the contention that the in- 
terposing of a fresh express station be- 
tween the Grand Central and Seventy- 
second Street would slow up 
press service, Mr. Shearn asserted that 
the time. which expresses took to run 
from the Brooklyn Bridge to Ninety- 
sixth Street was largely controlled by

This was particu- 
larly long at the Grand Central on ac- 
count of the large amount of transfer- 
ting which took place there. 

Most of these transfers, Mr. 
said, were of persons who wished to do

If they could ride through to 
Fifty-ninth Street without a change of 
éars, they would do so, and much of 
the present congestion at Seventy-second 
Street and the Grand Central would be 
avoided, : 
Mr. Shearn also dwelt on the growing 
importance of Columbus Circle, especial- 
ly in view of the trend of the popula- 
lon northward, the linking up of Man- 
hattan with New Jersey and Queens, 
and the development of an interlocking 
system of subways. He spoke in par- 
ticular of the project to construct a 
bridge to New Jersey, somewhere in this 


neighborhood, and the formation there- } 


by of througn connection between 
Queens and New Jersey. 

Herman A. Schmidt, who represented 
$10,000,000 of real estate held by George 
Ehret, the brewer, in that locality, also 
advocated a new express station. His 
plea was founded on the convenience 
of an express station on a cross-town 
street along Which the street cars fan. 

The engineering conditions in Co- 
lumbus Circle were dealt with by Ernest 
Abs-Hagen, an engineer, who urged that 
there were no problems which it would 
net be perfectly easy to solve. More- 
over, he pointed out, as the city owned 
the entire Circle,. there would be no 
necessity to take ahy additional prop- 
erty, and it would be easy to lay out 
the express station with its platforms on 
a straight line instead of a curve, as 
was uhfortunately the case in several 
of thé present stations. He reckoned 
that cost of the change 
ohly $380,000 or $400,000, 

Other speakers who favored the altera- 
tion were Dr. Henry Paul Zagat, a re- 
tired druggist and real estate man; H. 
L. Ottinger, a real estate man; Henfy 
C. Copeland, a retired builder; Sol C, 
Bloom, who represented certain office 
and théatrical properties in the neigh- 
borhood, and Byron C. Thomas of the 
Harlem Board of Commerce. 

When all had finished Chairman Mec- 
Call said that he had agreed with 
everything they- had said, and that he 
was convinced of the desirability of 
establishing an express station at this 
point. 

“Are we going to have 
Stop there?’’ asked Mr. Bloom. 

“You are,’’ replied the Chairman, “if 
my vote can give it to you and if we 
can get the money.” 

Commissioner George V. 8. Williams 
moved that the chief engineer be in- 
structed to prepate an estimate on the 
cost of converting the station into an 
express stop.

TUBE CONTRACT HELD UP. 


Prendergast Raises Objections in 


Steinway Tunnel Report. 


Controller Prendergast presented yes- 
day to the Board of Estimate a report 
on the contract, which the Public Ser- 
vice Commission proposes to make with 
the Interborough for the placing of the 
Steinway Tunnel in condition for tem- 
porary operation, In which he called at- 
tention to certain items contained in ft. 
These, he maintained, should be con- 
sidered as belonging to equipment, 
and not to eonstruction, and should 
therefore be paid for by the company 
and not ineluded in a construction con- 
tract, more than half of the cost of 
which would be borne by the city. 

The contract is for $383,910.75, and the 
items to which the Controller took ex- 
ception were for the supply of certain 


articles, the value of which is only 
$¢,495.50. They include two ticket-booth 
equipments of the value of $1,000, a 
turnstile costing $500, an illuminated 
sign worth =" and certain clectrical 
equipment n addition the Controller 
pointed out that it was proposed to use 
in the station sanitary glass for wains- 
coting, floor slabs, and partitions, such 
as is to be found only in the first-class 
hotels of the city, whereas Tennessee 
marble would have done just as well, 
and would have saved on this particular 
job about $800. 

“T call attention,”’ said the Controller

DIES UNDER DERRICK) 
ON EQUITABLE SITE 


Carpenter Killed and Two Work- 
men Injured When 90-Foot 
Stee! Boom Falls. 


NARROW ESCAPE FOR CLARK 


Debris Falls All About the Ex-Sen- 
ator, but He Escapes Without In- 
jury—~Two Girls Knocked Down. 


Oné workman wae killed and three 
others wefe injured when a derrick col- 
lapsed in the excavation for the new 
Equitable Building at Broadway and 
Cedar Street yesterday afternoon. The 
steel boom of the derrick, which was 
ninety feet lofig, crashed down upon 
the wooden pasasgzgeway put up to pro- 
tect persons in the street, and hung 
suspended for one-third of its nt 
aeross Broadway, blocking traffic for 
séveral hours. 

Pinioned undef the steel boom amid} 
the wreckage of wood and iron was} 
Charles Watkins, a carpenter. Firemen 
released him by cutting away timbers | 
and by lifting the boom with jacks, He 
was sent to the Hudson Street Hospi- 
tal, where he died from internal in- 
juries. He was 40 years old, and lived 
with his farnily in Marquette Avenue, 
in the Bronx. 

The other injured workmen were Eu- 
gené Fox of 846 Monroe Street, Brook- 
lyn, a carpenter, who is in the Hudson} 
Street Hospital, and may recover; Frank | 


McGuinness, an fronworker, of 16 Rose | 
Street, Staten Island, who was able to! 
go to his home after an ambulance! 
surgeon had attended him, and James 
Gordon, a carpenter, of 314 West Fifty- 
fifth Street, who went home after his 
wounds were dressed at the Hudson} 
Street Hospital. These men Were all at} 
work in a small hut on top of the tim-/) 
bered walkway on the east side of} 
Broadway and directly in the path of the} 
steel boom as it dropped frem the der- | 
rick, j 

The ironwork of the new building on | 
the Broadway side had been put up for | 
one story, and this, together with the 
heavy timbers over the sidewalk, pfe- 
vented the boom from plunging to the 
sidewalk. The accident occurred at 
1:05 o’clock in the afternoon when 
Broadway was most crowded by thow- 
sands of men and women, who were on 
their way to lunch. 

Ex-Senator William A. Clark was one 
of those who had a narrow escape. He! 
was on his way to attend a committee ; 
meeting of the American Cehtenhary 
Committee at the Lawyers Club when 
the boom fell above him. Though thej| 
broken cable and parts of the derrick! 
fell atound him, he was not injured. 
Pieces 6f wood knocked down two girls, 
who told the police that they were not 
huft and declined medical attendance. 

BH. W. Hammer, consulting engineer | 
for the Thompson-Starrett Co., which is 
erecting the steelwork, had sent his desk 
around to a wooden structure built over | 
the Broadway sidewalk so as to be close | 
to the work and he was about to enter | 
this office when the boom crushed it. 
All that was left of his desk when the 
wreck was cleared away was one) 
drawer. 

Policeman Fitzpatrick of 
Squad A, called ambulances from 
of thé downtown hospitals and the re- 
serves from all of the precincts below ; 
City Hall were called out to clear the! 
streets. Broadway was roped off for 
a block and all traffic was diverted 
through the intersecting streets until the 
injured had been taken away and the 
wreckage had been removed. The Rev. 
V. P. McGean, Chaplain of the Fire 
Department, and the Rev. Joseph P. 
Dineen of St. Peter's Church in Bar- 
clay Street, went with the firemen and 
administered the rites of the Church to | 
the injured men and aesisted in res- | 
cuing therm.

A SURPRISE APPOINTMENT 


Lansing Is Supposed to be a Repub- 
lican—Cone Johnson Named 
to Succeed Folk.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Robert 
Lansing of Watertown, N. Y., is to be 
Counselor of the State Department, suc- 
ceeding John Bassett Moore, who re- 
signed on March 4. The nomination of 
Mr. Lansing was sent to the Senate by 
President Wilson this morning. At the 
same time the President nominated 
Cone Johnson of Texas to succeed Jo- 
seph W. Folk, former Governor of Mis- 
souri, as Solicitor of the State Depart- 
ment. Mr. Folk is now general counsel 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

No inkling had been given that Presi- 
dent Wilson had Mr. Lansing in mind 
for the important position of Counselor, 
and his selection was a surprise. Mr. 
lansing has never been prominent in} 
polities, but it had generally been sup- ; 
posed that his sympathies were with 
the Republican Party. There were in- 
dications immediately following the res- 
ienation of Counselor Moore that the 
Administration was anxious to get a 
Democrat as Mr. Moore’s successor, 

Although less than 50 years old, Mr, 
Lansing: has been active in international 
law cases for twenty-two years. He is 
regarded as a man of much ability and

The Hague in 1909 and 1910. 

Mr. Lansing was born in Watertown 
Oct. 17. 1864; was graduated from Am- 
herst College in 1886, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1889. He practiced law at 
\Vatertown, and remained a member of 
the firm of Lansing & Lansing there | 
cntil 1907. He is Vice President of the | 
City National Bank of Watertown, and | 
a ‘Trustee of the Roswell P. Flower Me- | 
norial Library of that place. He is a} 
member of many clubs and learned 
societies, and associate editor of The 
Ainerican Journal of International Law. |

PHILIPPINE CHANGES. 


American Resignations Merely Nor- 
mal, Says Commissioner Quezon. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial of March 18 on “ The 
Philippine ServVice,”’ following the letters 
of Messrs. Stokes and Worcester re- | 
garding Governor General Harrison's | 
policy, leadseme to call attentidn to cer- | 
tain facts Which are of official record, 
and are not taken from the private let- 
ters of either friendly or disgruntled 
employes of the Philippine service. 

Mr. Worcester asserts that 361 Ameri- 
can employes have left the Philippine 
service since Governor General Harri- 
son's arrival in October. The Director 
of the Philippine Civil Service, an Amer- 
ican of long experience and high stand- 
ing in the islands, reports at the end 
| of January that 217 Americans have 
| lett the service during this period. Of 
| the se, 120 resigned voluntarily, 79 were 
|} dropped for reasons of economy, prin- 
}cipally through the necessary ¢losing 
| Sows of certain public works for which 
| there were no funds available, and 18 
| were removed for cause. 
| The Director of Civil Service states 
| that 120 resignations is the normal num- 
ber to be expected during such a period 
| of time. In the year 1910, under Gover- 
nor General Forbes, 580 Americans vol- 
untdrily resigned. 

The Director of Civil Service further 
states that the letter and spirit of the 
Civil Service act and rules have been 
observed These statements in them- 
selves constitute a complete reply to the 
assertions of Mr. Worcester and his vol- 
unteér unofficial informants 

To understand why seventy-nine em- 
| ployes have been dropped for reasons of 
economy, it is only necessary to remem- 
ber that for several past the 
financial situation of the Philippine 
Government has been growing worse, 
under an American Governor General 
and a majority of Americans upon the 
| Philippine Corimission constituting the 
|} upper house of the Legislature. Gover- 
General Harrison was confronted 

the absolute necessity of imme- 
ldiate and far-reaching retrenchment. 
| With characteristic energy and straight- 
forwardness, faced the problem, and 
the long-range criticism which has re- 
sulted is not unexpected. 

On another score, also, 
himself open to the same class of at- 
tacks. It has been the oft-proclaimed 
and widely circulated policy of the pre- 
vious Administrations at Washington 
since the time of President Mckinley, 
and of their American representatives 
at Manila, to ‘ Philippinize "’ the sery- 
rapidly as the Filipinos should 
show themselves fit to perform duties 
of any Kind theretofore being performed 
by Americans. This promise has been 
practically neglected up to the time that 
Governor Harrison arrived in Manila, 
and the present Administration at 
Washington is the only one which has 
by its deeds shown a disposition to Keep 
faith with the Filipinos in this réspéct. 
| There has therefore been change of 
policy along these lines, and it is per- 
haps inevitable that there should be 


complaints and attacks by those who 
feel the effects of this new policy. 

So far from being a discredit to Gov- 
ernor General Harrison, it should be a 
source of satisfaction and pride to the 
Ameriean people that they have rep- 
résentative at the head of 7,000,000 alien 
Siopte who has succeeded in convinc- 
ing those people of the good faith and 
high-minded purposes of the American 
Nation. 

Mr. Worcester consistently 
opposed to the Filipino people. He has 
publicly slurred their capacity and is at 
| present engaged in this country in an 
active campaign for the purpose of in- 
fluencing American public opinion 
‘against the policy set forth in the plat- 
forms of the Democratic P Neither 
his facts nor his arguments in this case 
bear careful scrutiny.
